To the Editor of the Globe. 


Sim —I take the liberty of laying before 
you the following instance of gross outrage 
upon color which caine under my observation, 
a few nights ago, on one of the Boats plying 
between Hamilton and Oswego. The Clergy 
man of Sayer St. Chureh, ‘Poronto, with hi 
wile and child, went on board the America, 
at Hamilton, on Tuesday evening, and hay- 
ing paid the full fare between Chatham and 
‘Toronto, they were about to enter the Saloons 
to which they. supposed they were entitled; 
when to their surprise, they were told “ that 
ns were not allowed to enter 
there.” Being informed of this specimen of 
American prejudice, I with other gentlemen, 
held an interview with the Purser, and then 
with the Captain, the latter of whom treated 
us with great urbanity. He was sorry for 
the colored clergyman and assured us that he 
was obliged to conform to the Regulations 
of the Boats in thus treating persons of co- 
lor, or the consequences would be of the most 
unpleasant character, as for instance, were 
colored people to enter the Saloons, white 
Ladies? and gentlemen ? would immediately 
withdraw, were they to sit af table; the 
Whites would soon remove, and even. the 
Stewards, in some instances, would refuse to 
wait upon them. 

Now, Sir, if such regulations are to be 
practised on Boats which sail on the Lakes 
of Canada, it is high time for Britons to be 
asking themselves whether they are under 
the Government of Victoria, or that of the 
boasted Republic, for most assuredly, if we 
quietly allow this invasion upon the rights of 
man to take place, others perhaps of a worse 
character will soon be introduced,

| Chas. Smith, (whose real name we after- 
| wards learned to be Ned Carter) was arrest- 
led for obtaining money under false pre- 
| tences. 

| He told a story full of inconsistencies and 
j evident falsehoods, so he was committed to 
prison to wait his trial at the next court. In 
|the mean time a gentleman from Norris- 
town visited Baltimore, thought he had

The Indiana Black Law. 


Article 13 of the Constitution of Indiana 
prohibits colored people from settling in the 
State, and the very Anglo-Saxon citizens: 
through their Legislature have a law in force 
for securing the observance of this provision, 
which forbids “any negro or mulatto” to 
stop in the States, over ten days, we believe 
is the time. 

About the middle of July, a Mr. James 
P. Brown, a citizen of this State, whom 
God gayea skin a little darker than some 
others, in travelling westward was detained 
a few days in Fort Wayne, and while peace- 
ably attending to his own business, was ar- 
rested on complaint of John Hardendoff, 
[whe ought henceforth to be shunned by 
all honorable and Christian men asa petty 
spy, and malicious informer] and on his own 
admission of being a citizen of Ohio, was 
fined $10 and costs! 

We thought the constitution of the U. 
States guarantied the citizens of one State 
all the rights and privileges of the citizens 
of every other State.” 

But it seems our Indiana neighbours ean 
arrest and fine a man for no other offence 
than being “ a citizen of Ohio,” for if Mr. 
Brown had ‘been a resident of their own 
State he would have been discharged. If 
we were in congress, we would demand 
that Indiania be forced to repeal her law, so 
manifestly interfering with the rights of other 
States. 

Mr. Brown refused to pay the fine, and 
was committed to jail 5 a writ of habeas corpus 
sued out, and the case was argued at length. 
The counsel contended for the strict reading 
of the law ; namely, the person to be von- 
victed must be a “negro” or a mulatto.” 
As it could not be contended that the per- 
son was a “negro,” it wasnecessary for the 
prosecution to prove he was a “ mulatto” in 
the exact definition that Webster gives that 

namely, * the offspring of negress by 
a white man,” or vise yersa, As this could 
not be done, the man Was set at liberty, 

Itis evident the judge had more humanity 
than our law makers; and it is hoped the 
people of our sister State will soon outgrow 
such a proseriptive and unnecessary policy.

On Friday, two fugitive slaves were” ar- 
rested in the passenger train on the Madison 
Indiana railroad, near, Dupont, by Joba 
Mancourt, Esq., and Win. Monroe, Esq. 
The first holds the responsible position of 
conducter of the train; the latter is Adams 
& Co’s Express Agent. The fugitives had 
been hunted with dogs on the other side. of 
the river ; these, after a desperate fight, they 
had killed with their knives. The fugitives 
wandered about from Sunday night until 
Friday without provisions. .Worn-outyrag- 
ged, foot-sore, having had nothing to eat but 
what the orchards and forest trees provided, 
they despaired of escape, and, hailing the 
cars, were taken to Vernon to the U.S Com- 
missioner, remanded to slavery on their own 
admission of being fugitives from labour, 
brought to this city on the return of the train, 
and before sundown were safe on the shores 
of our sister State, Kentucky—Madison 
Courier.

‘The hearses not: being sufficient to carry 
out the coffins for interment, recourse is had 
tocarts and wagons, and in several instances 
we haye seen the dismal shell of mortality 
protruding far out from the front of the cart, 
with the driver sitting beside it with perfect 
noichalance, cracking his whip and puffing 
away at an abominable cheroot! *‘ How use 
doth breed a habit in a man!’ 

‘The negroes hold divine service in their 
different churches every day, and incessant 
praying and singing may be heard from mor- 
ning to night, ‘Che whole week seems one 
continued Sunday, and one’s brain is crazed 
by the upsetting of the regular routine of 
former every day life. We seem to be in 
a different world, with nothing to do but 
to walk about with one’s hands in one’s 
pockets; and soe burials! burials! 

A remarkable circumstance connected 
with the epidemic is, that not a bird is to be 
seen within the city, not since the fever be- 
came general. Whether this is owing to 
the poisonous density of the atmosphere that 
keeps them away, or from what other cause, 
we are not able to say, not being philoso- 
phers or ornithologists enough to solve the 
phenomenon: — 

The cows, in despite of the city ordi- 
nanoe, wander about the city, seemingly in 
search of lost mates, making the welkin echo 
with their melancholy lowing; while gangs 
of balf famished dogs take possession of the 
streets after nightfall, and render ‘night 
hideous’ by their incessant yelping and howl- 
ing! ‘Truly, the very acme of distress and 
desolation bas fallen upon poor Norfolk ! 

There is a great scarcity of coffins. ‘The 
names of the applicants are put down in 
regular order as they come, and so served. 
The eagerness with which the applicants 
press their claims is horribly ludicrous, and 
yet not to be wondered at when we take 
into consideration the fact that many have 
friends and relations lying dead at honte, 
who haye been lying in their beds two days, 
or more, avwaiting a box or coffin to be 
buried in!

‘These figures 
are cut out of the same kind of stone which 
forms the monument, and are executed in a

aspect of much animation to the monument.

Human ingenuity has to the present 
been unable to form any metal, or combina- 
tion of metals, from which perfect types can 
be cast. The best that has been found, and 
which is in general use, is formed of lead 
and antimony in proportions of three of the 
bigs to one of the last, called “ type metal.” 
is is found to cast a more perfect figure 
or letter than any thing else. Yet this is 
subject to great imperfections, to wit: that 
of complete form to the matrix or mold, a
